Brother Oncken. 

We have just received from the Secretary of 
the Baptist Continental Aid Society, an extract of 
a letter from Mr. Oocken, saying that the general 
state of the churches in the north of Europe is 
very encouraging ; that ten brethren are in the 
field as missionaries, three at Hamburg, one at 
Berlin, one in Bavaria, one in Hanover, one in 
Oldenburg, two in Denmark, and one in Norway ; 
and that in little more than seven years, between 
six and seven hundred have been brought to the 
Shepherd of souls, immersed, and formed into fif- 
teen Christian churches, In the church under 
his own care, forty-five have been received during 
the year 1842. We are informed also that the 
churches in England will soon be visited on be- 
half of the Society. 

Another letter, received too late for insertion, 
informs us that our brother Peter Meenster, is 
again imprisoned, the charge against him being 
“perseverance in preaching, and his having last 
Saturday baptized four persons.” It is expected 
that he will be fined heavily. The number of 
members in the Baptist church at Copenhagen is 
now about one hundred and fifty. —London Bap. 
Magazine.

For 
this attention on the part of our friends, we here 
tender our heartfelt thanks. 

It is with some diffidence that we make room 
for the following letter for fear that our friend 
has overrated us, and were it not for the fact that 
we entertain the utmost confidence In the author, 
the communication would have been rejected. 

In the Christian Secretary of Feb. 10th, the 
editor announced the commencement of the 6th 
volume, in March next- The attention of its 
readers, is particularly requested to that article. 

In compliance with the apostolic injunction ; 
“Render therefore to all their dues,” a few re- 


marks respecting the manner in which this _peri- 
odical has been conducted, since it fell into the 


justice. As a whole, its selections have been 
made with taste and good judgment: its political 
and secular items-sufficient to give it interest to 
those members of the family not truly religious— 
its original pieces interesting and instructive ; and 
the editorial remarks judicious, candid, and dis- 
criminating ; such as becomes the editor of a re- 
spectable periodical of his own denomination, and 
a member of the universal church of Christ, em- 
bracing believers of every name, and aiming at 
the spiritual advancement ofall. It is hazarding 
nothing to say, that a reguiar perusal of the Sec. 
retary will elevate the religious, moral, and in- 
tellectual character of a family where it is taken ; 
and a parent who neglects to furnish it to his chil- 
dren, so far neglects the means of their religious, 
moral, and intellectual improvement. 

With respect to the importance of sustaining 
this paper, in this State, and giving it as widea 
circulation as practicable, it would seem that noth- 
ing need be said; and yet perhaps, ithas never 
been duly appreciated, by the denomination 
who are bound to support it. It is true that the 
Congregationalists, though a numerous and weal- 
thy denomination, have at present but a semi- 
monthly periodical, and are at times without any ;

I did not write you last week, as there has been 
nothing of great interest to communicate ; and 
my own health has been so feeble as to intermit 
my attendance upon meetings, most of the time.

‘The churches are generally 
well filled, and the ministers, though not possess- 
ing the highest order of eloquence, are zealous, 
and I trust faithful pastors and teachers. The 
greatest obstacle to the salvation of men here, as 
every where else, is the love of the world. The 
absorbing object of conversation and thought is— 
how to buy cheap and sell dear. While this dis- 
position reigns in the hearts and rules the lives of 
the business community, there is to be superadded 
to a large class who have more leisure from their 
being employed by Government, a love of exter- 
nal show, and frivolity, and pride. Gross vices 
are extensively practised here at certain seasons, 
but they are imported, not indigenous. Like birds 
of passage their devotees are migratory, and their 
contaminating influence upon our permanent res- 
idents is not as yet, very seriously felt. The souls 
of men are no more precious here than elsewhere 
—perhaps they are not more guilty in the sight of 
God. But the reason why Christians should pray 
for the conversion of this city is, that the thousand 
streams which flow from it may be pure. Inde- 
pendent of the sessions of Congress, there are 
hundreds of citizens continually here, from every 
section of the country—some stopping a few days 
to view the national capital—some to transact 
business at the public offices—others to pay their 
respects to, or seek the influence of men in pow- 
er.

Horrid Catastrophe ! 


Twenty-Five or Thirty lives Lost. 


The people of Albany as well as Troy have been thrown 
into uncommon excitement by the intelligence that another 
avalanche or land slide from the hill (Mount Ida) in rear of 
the latter city, has just swept into eternily some twenty or 
thirty human beings! 

This horrid affair oceurred at the place where a similar 
catastrophe on new year’s day of 1837 occurred—and had 
it happened in the night, the loss of life must have been 
much greater, 

All who are familiar with Troy are aware that this is 
occasioned by the lower part of the hill having been exca- 
vated for various purposes, such as obtaining earth to fill up 
hollows, &c.—thus as it were, destroying the prop on which 
rested the vast superincumbent mass of earth on the brow 
and side of the hill, which was quickened in its descent 
probably by the quicksand beneath.

&c., and 3,960 East India. There have been taken on 
speculation, 4,000 American, and fur exportation, 1,200 
American.

The Montezuma, under an English officer, left Vera Cruz 
on the 23d with 800 troops and provisions for the Mexican 
army at Campeachy. The U.S. brig Dolphin had also 
arrived at Vera Cruz fyom Campeachy, where rumvor says 
it was not allowed to communicate with the U. S. Consul. 
The N. O. Tropic says that Capt. Knight of the Dolphin, 
attempted to send a boat ashore to communicate with the 
United States Consul! at Campeachy, but the boat was stop- 
ped by order of the commander of the Mexican squadron. 
A correspondence between these officers ensued, and Cap. 
tain Knight, finding it impossible to have peaceable inter. 
course with the Consul, sailed immediately for Vera Cruz, 
and on his arrival at that port, despatched an officer to 
Mexico. The object of this movement was to ascertain 
from the Mexican Government, through the American min- 
ister, whether communication between a United States 
Ship of War and the properly constituted Representative 
of the United States at the blockaded ports, is interdicted 
by Mexico. We shall shortly be placed in possession of 
strange devolopements with regard to this affair, unless 
we are much mistaken. The Junta was in session at 
Mexico, but its proceedings weré keptentirely sectet.— N. 
Y. Tribune.
